The Agawam Businessmen s 
Association has taken a strong 
stand against the Planning 
Board’s proposed change in on¬ 
street parking rules. 

At the November 5 Town 
council public hearing on the 
proposed law, Attorney James 
Allen, representing the 
association, presented an eight 
page review of the 
organization's objections to the 
lav He noted that 60 o! -the 100 
members opposed it, 

Atty. Allen said the town’s 
current off-street parking law 
was “short and good,” but that 
the new law coni indicted itself 
in some spots, was possibly in 
conflict with state law. and 


would represent a burden to the 
business community. 

The current law orders otf- 
strect parking for the loading 
and unloading of all goods on a 
premise and additional parking 
as needed to protect the safety 
of the public. Loading platforms 
are banned from the front of 
any building. 

The Planning Board has 
proposed a new law r to relieve 
street congestion, provide land 
users for their parking needs 
and “realistic” needs of their 
customers, protect the safety of 
pedestrians, provide “visual 
control” through landscaped 
buffers, determine effects of 
paving on town drainage 
system, and enable the Public 
\\orks Department to enforce 


“equitable standards of safety” 
for the streets. 

The new law would effect new 
construction in town, plus any 
changes in existing buildings 
after the law’s adoption. 

For residents and business 
lioth, its means parking spaces 
no less than 200 square feet in 
open areas, 160 feet in garages. 
Retail outlets and shopping 
centers would need 300 square 
feet. 

A minimum of two parking 
spaces would be needed for 
each dwelling unit in residential 
zones. In business zones or 
special residence uses (boar¬ 
ding houses home businesses, 
etc ), the requirements vary. 

Atty. Allen questioned why 
there should lie a distinction 



n to 



between open air and closed 
parking facilities, and scored 
the board for not considering 
smaller space for smaller cars. 

He noted that boarding 
houses under Section 11 of the 
law require one space for every 
five guests, while under Section 
12 , one space for two guests 
would be required. Section 11 
applies to residence uses, 
Section 12 to ‘‘all other uses . 

Elderly housing would need 
one space for each dw-elling 
unit. Atty. Allen claimed there 
was no definition of “elderly 
housing” in zoning laws, while 
federal law defines it as sub¬ 
sidized housing for persons over 
62. He added that an elderly 
person owning a home which 
houses his or her children and 
grandchildren could be con¬ 
strued as elderly housing in the 
law.

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Stop Work Order May Delay Building For F.L. Roberts 


F.L. Roberts, a gasoline and 
oil distributor in Springfield, is 
currently building a self-service 
gasoline station in Feeding Hills 
Center. 

The company recently bought 
a parcel on the southwest 
corner of the center from John 
N. and Joseph P. Shibley for 
$120,000, according to the 
Hampden County Registry of 
Deeds office. The Shibleys, in 
1971, obtained a gasoline 
storage permit for 30,000 
gallons, and the permit went 
with the transfer of land. The 
property is valued by the 
assessors at $4,650. 

According to James Froelich, 
construction supervisor for 
Roberts, two 15,000 gallon tanks 
have been installed on the site, 
and work is proceeding for a 
scheduled opening in the third 
week in December. 

The town stopped work on the 
site from November 3 to 
November 7 in order to make 
sure Roberts complied with 
local and state fire regulations 
governing self-service stations, 
Town Manager James West- 
man told the November 5 
meeting of Town Council. 

Froelich said the stop-work 
order may have hurt their 
schedule. “We’ve got to get 
going on the blacktop, since 
tomorrow, it could hit well 
below freezing and set us back 
to spring.” 

He added that each time 
Roberts has installed a self- 
service station locally, it en¬ 
countered no problems. Local 
fire departments, he said, have 
been cooperative as long as 
Roberts followed fire safety 
rules. 


“But in Agawam, we ran into 

management difficulties ... the 

fire department was just as 
cooperative as in all other 
towns,” Froelich said. 

Councilor Arthur Kerr, who 
represents Feeding Hills along 
with Councilor Roy Benjamin, 
has voiced concern about the 
filling station. 

Kerr asked Westman and 
Town Solicitor Jay Posnik to 
inform the council what steps 
can be taken to revoke the 
storage permit Roberts is 
using, “as soon as possible.'’ 
Posnik suggested a revocation 
hearing, and will supply the_ 


enough back from Southwick 
Street to enable the widening of 
the road. The southwest corner 
would be taken by the town or 


state, Westman said, to 
straighten out the street. 

F.L. Roberts has built five 
self-service BP (British 


Petroleum) stations in the 
Springfield area, as well as 
others in Greenfield and Con¬ 
necticut.

Bertoni was born in 
Verona, Italy on October 9,1777, 
a year after the Declaration of 
Independence. In 1800 he was 
ordained a priest, and began his 
work among the youth of the 
area. He set up the first Marian 
Oratory in the Diocese, 
something akin to our present 
day Catholic Youth 
Organization. This work of the 
Oratory soon spread all over 
Italy and was met with great 
success, meriting for Fr. 
Bertoni the titles: Apostle of 
Youth and Father of the Marian 
Oratories. Through this work he 
did much in overcoming 
juvenile delinquency which was 


to be of assistance to Bishops. 
There was a great need for such 
an order at that time following 
the suppression of all religious 
orders in the wake of the 
French Revolution. Originally, 
this Congregation was called 
“Apostolic Missionaries” and 
had as its motto: “Go forth and 
teach”. Just as the Jesuits were 
pledged to the Pope in a special 
way, Fr. Bertoni wanted his 
Congregation to be of special 
assistance to Bishops. Today 
the Stigmatine Fathers and 
Brothers work in Italy, United 
States, Canada, Brazil, 
Thailand, South Africa, and the 
Ivory Coast. 

Fr. Bertoni led a very active 
life as a teacher, spiritual 
director in the seminary, ad¬ 
visor and counsellor to Bishops, 
nuns, priests and statesmen. 


VhTcfT had~lo be undergone 
without any anesthesk*. His 
kindness and charity to all 
classes of people were out¬ 
standing, especially to the poor. 

He died at Verona, Italy on 
June 12, 1853 and was buried in 
the Church of the Stigmata, 
where he had ministered to the 
spiritual needs of God’s people 
for so many years, and where 
he laid the foundations of his 
Congregation.

Larry Wrobiskis, 48 Forest 
Road, is a meat cutter and a 
part-time student. 

He is also a consumer upset 
with the electric companies 
“fuel* adjustment clause” on 
monthly electric bills. 

While most of us only com¬ 
plain about the bill, Larry 
decided to fight it. 

Since November, 1974, he has 
paid only his power bill, and 
sent no money for the fuel 
adjustment clause. 

He claims there are 
irregularities in the clause and 
blames Western Mass. Electric 
Company for padding the bill. 

“I understand there is a two 
month lag in billing us for fuel,” 
Wrobiskis told the Citizen, “and 
from figures I have in hand, 
they paid $2,994,921 for fuel in 
May 1974 and total fuel ad¬ 
justment clauses amounted to 
$3,467,996 in July 1974”. 

“I’ve called Western Mass. 
Electric several times on this, 
and they just tell me I’m wrong, 
but they have no proof that I am 
wrong,” he adds. 

Mike Coffey, a representative 
from the local power company, 
said, “We’ve spent hours ex¬ 
plaining that he’s wrong, but, it 
does no good. 

“The Massachusetts 
Supreme Court has ruled the 
fuel adjustment clause just and 
legal, so he really has no case.”
